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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant argues in item 5, pp 2-3 of the Declaration that "for Kuo et als purposes, no difference in results would be 
expected, so long as the copolymer and microparticle are added at any of the alternative points shown in flow charts (1) and (2)." 
However, as Applicant recites in item 4, p 2, Kuo discloses that the best results are achieved when the copolymer is added to the thin 
stock and the microparticle solution is preferably added after the copolymer. Further, Kuo recites that typically, both components are 
added close to the headbox prior to sheet formation. Applicant also admits in item 6, p 3 that close to the headbox prior to sheet formation 
could be after the last shearing stage. Thus, Kuo et al also indicates that better results are obtained for some addition points, indicating 
that there are differences dependent on the addition point. Furthermore, Kuo et al discloses the claimed addition point for some 
embodiments of the invention 

Applicant also argues in the last line of item 6 that close to the headbox is not closest to the headbox. The instant claims recite "after the 
last shearing stage before a headbox" and not "closest to the headbox". As discussed above, the addition point of close to the headbox 
can mean after the last shearing stage. 

The remaining arguments have been addressed in the previous Office Actions and Office Advisory. 
The rejections are maintained. 
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
